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The cup of blessing that we bless, is it not a sharing in the blood of Christ? The bread that we break, 
is it not a sharing in the body of Christ? Because there is one bread, we who are many are one body, 
for we all partake of the one bread. (1 Corinthians 1 0:1 5-1 7 NRSV) 

I have been reflecting on my time in the Southeast 
Conference and am so grateful for all the lessons learned 
and the memories I will carry with me from this place. I am 
headed, after Easter, to do a local church interim at Zion's 
Reformed Church in Greenville, Pennsylvania. Those who 
wish to stay in touch can contact me at 
revjuneb@gmail.com.
